I the Laws now in force enjoining the Refidence of Preamble, 

f TiFX T Perfons on their Benefices, within that part of the 

I’ ^ United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland called Ireland^ 
have been found in fome cafes inefficient, and the Proceedings 
thereon tedious and expenfive ; and it is expedient that more effefhial Pro- 
vifions ffiould be made for enforcing the Refidence of Spiritual Perfons on 
their Benefices in that Part of the faid United Kingdom called Ireland \ 

iVIay it therefore pleafe Your INT A J E S T Y, 

That it may be Enafled ; Snli it CtiaftcSl by the KIN G’s Moil Excel- 
lent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament aifembled, and 
by the Authority of the fame, That in every cafe in which it ffiall Bi/hops foen- 
appear to anv Bifhop or Archbilhop of that part of the United Kine-dom of 

r>-' 111TJ ?i iTtr°i • dence, and to 

tjreat hritain and Ireland called Ireland, that any 'Spiritual rerion having jnueaMoni- 
■or holding any Benefice, Donative, perpetual Curacy or parochial Cha- 
pelry within the Diocefe of fuch Biffiop or Archbifiiop refpedlively, having 
no lawful Caule of Abfence from the fame, does not fufficiently refide on 
^ the fame refpedlively, it ffiall be lawful for fuch Biffiop or Archbifhop to 
iiTue or caufe to be ifiued a Monition to filch Spiritual Perfon forthwith to 
proceed to and refide thereon, and perform the Duties thereof, and to 
make a Return to Rich Monition, within a certain number of Days after 
the iffiiing thereof, fo as that in every fuch cafe there fhall be 
Bays between the time of delivering Rich Monition to fuch Spiritual 
Perfon, or leaving the fame at his then ufual or laft place of Abode, or if 
not there to be found, cr if he ffiall be abibnt from the Diocefe, with the 
officiating MiniRer or ojie of the Churchwardens, and alfo at the floufe .

Provided alfo, and be it further Eiiaaed, That every Spiritual Perfon 
! to whom any (iich Monition or Order in writing lhall be lent as aforefaid 
under this Abl, who (hall at the time of iffuiug thereof be ablent from 
Relidence-in or upon his Benefice, his Donative, perpetual Curacy or 
parochial Chapelry, contrary to the Provilions of this Aci; but who (liall, 
in obedience to fuch Monition or Order, forthwith return to due Refideuce, 
and the Profits of wmofe Benefice, Donative, perpetual Curacy or parochial 
Chapelry fhall bv reaibn of fuch Return not he fequeilered, (Imll never- 
; tlielefs pav all Cofts, Charges and Expences incurred by . reafon of the 
ifiiiing and fervlng (uch (Monition or Order; and if lueh Cofts, Charges 
and Expences (hall remain unpaid for the period ot after 

Demand tliereof from the Perlon liable to the Pavanent thereof, or left in 
writing at his uftial or laft place of Abode, it (hall be lawful for (uch 
ArchbKhop or Bilhop refpectively, to caufe the fame to be recovered by 
Sequeftration of the Profits of the Benefice, Donative, perpetual Cuiacy 
or parochial Chapelry of fuch Spirilual Perfon as aforeiaid, which Se- 
fS queftration fuch Bifhop and Archbilhop are refpeclively hereby einpoweied 
to iflfue. 

AND, to the Intent eflecUially to enforce bona fide Refidence according 
to the intent and meaning of filch Monitions and Orders as aforeiaid ; BE it 
further Enabled, That if any Spiritual Perfon having no lawful caule of Ab- 
fence from his Benefice, Donative, perpetual Curacy or parochial Chapelry, 
who after fuch Monition or -Order as aforefaid requiring his Refidence, and 
before or after, any fuch Sequeftration as aforeiaid, fhall, in obedience to 
fuch Monition or Orderfhave begun to refide upon his Benefice, Donative, 
.perpetual Curacy or parochial Chapelry, tliall afterwards and before the 
Expiration of next after the Commencement of tuch 

Eelidence, in the Judgment of luch Bilhop or Archbilhop and without 
ais leave, beo-in wilfullv to abfent himfelf from tpeh Benefice, Donative, 
I - , ° “ perpetual 
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perpetual Curacy or parochial Chapelry, it ihall be lawful for fuch Bifl, 
or Archbiihop, without iffuing any other Monition, or makiiw any nth 
Order again, to fequefter and apply the Profits of fuch Benefice, Donat' 
or perpetual Curacy as is before direfled by this Aa, for the purpoli'f 
enforcing the Refidence of fuch Spiritual Perfon according to the tm 
intent of the original Monition iffued by fuch Bilhop or Archbiflion ^ 
aforefaid ; and it lhall be lawful for the Archbifhop or Bifhon fo T ^ 
proceed in like cafes from time to time as often as Occafion mayrequkj 
provided that in each and every of fuch cafes fuch Spiritual Peribii ftal! 
be entitled to appeal againft fuch Sequeftration, in fuch manner and 
upon fuch terms as hereinbefoi'e is and are mentioned touchina Appeals 
refpeaing Sequeftrations, but neverthelefs the fame lhall be in fo?ce durin* 
fuch Appeal. o 

And be it further Enaaed, That if any Spiritual Pei'fon lhall contiime 
under any Sequeftration made under the Provifions of this Aa for Non 
refidence for the Space of Years, or lhall under the 

Provifions of this Aa incur Sequeftrations in the faid Space 

of Years, not being relieved with refpea to any of 

fuch Sequeftrations upon Appeal, the Benefice, Donative, perpetual Curacy 
or parochial Chapelry, in relation to Noii-refidence upon which fuch Se- 
queftrations ftiall have been made, Iball become ipfo fado void, and the 
Patron entitled to prefent or nominate fome Clerk thereto, other than the 
Clerk who lhall have fo continued under fuch- Sequeftration or Sequeftra-' 
tions, as if the fame had keen avoided by the natural Death or P.efianation lo 
of the Party. “ 



And be It further Enaaed, That all Contraas and Agreements made 
for the letting of Houfcs of Refidence, 
or the Biuldings, Gardens, Orchards and Appurtenances neceflary for the; 
convenient Occupation of the fame, belonging to any Benefice, Donative 
perpetual Curacy or parochial Chapelry (to which Moufes of Refideuce any 
Spiritual -Perfons fliall be required by Order of the Archliilliop orBifliop as 
aforelaid to proceed and to refide therein, a Copy of which Older fliall 
immediately on the iffuing thereof be tranfmittecf to one of the Chnrch- 
waidens of the Patiflt, and be by him forthtvith lerved on tire Occupier of 
fuch Iloufe of Refidence or left at the lame, and which fitch Churchwar- 
den is hereby required to ferve accordingly) fliall be null and void; and any 
Perfon continuing to hold any ftich Houfe of Refidence, or any fuch Build- 
ing, Garden, Orchard or Premifes, after the Dav on tvhich the faid Spiritual 
I’erfon fliall be direaed by the faid Order to refide in f ich Houfe of Refi- 
deace, anil after Service of llicli Copy as aforelaid, fliall forfeit the Sum 
_ for every Day be lhall, without the Permiflion of the 
Archbifliop or Bllliop in writing for that Purpofe obtained, wilfully coiiti- ji 
line to hold any fuch f-Ioufe, Building, Garden, Orchard or Premifes, to 
b;i recovered by Aaion of Debt, Bill, Plaint or Information, in any of His 
Majefty’s Courts of Record at Dublin, wherein no Effoign, Privilege, Pro- 
tedhon or Wager of Law, or more than one Imphrlance lhall be allowed ; 
^otl the of every luch Penalty or Forfeiture fliall go and 

be paid to the Perfon or Perfons who fliall inform and fue for the fame,' 
together with fuch Cofts of Suit as fliall be allowed according to the Prac. 
tice of the Court in wdiich fuch Adlion lhall be brought ; but in cafes of 
fuch Conttadls or Agreements made before ^ 

the Perfon holding and occupying under any fuch Contracl or Agreement, 
fliall not be liable to any Penalty or Forfeiture for ' to be 

computed from the Service of the Copy of fuch Order of the Archbifliop or 
Bllliop as aforefaid upon fuch Occupier, or at ftich Houfe of Refidence as 

aforefaid, 
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•aforefaid, and Seqneftration fhall not ifTue for Difobedience to the Order of 
thcArchbifliop or Bifhop for to be computed from 

32 the Service of the Copy of the faid Order, at the expiration of which time 
it fhall be lawful for the Archbifliop or Bifhop to iffue Sequeftration, and 
from and after the expiration of which time the Party continuing to hold 
any fiich Honfe, Building, Garden, Orchard, Premifes or Appurtenances as 
aforefaid, fhall forfeit the Sum of for every day he fliall 

wilfully continue without fuch permiffion in writing as aforefaid to hold 
the fan;ie or any of them, to be recovered and applied in the like manner as 

aforefaid. 

Provided always, and be it fui ther Enadled, That no Spiritual Perfbn 
fhall be liable to any Penalties under this or any former Adi, for not refiding 
in fuch Hpufe of Refidence, during fuch time as fuch Tenant fhall continue 
to occupy . fuch Houfe of Refidence and other Buildings neceffary to the 
Occupation of the fame. 

And be it further Enadted, That from and after 
all and every the Claufes, Proviho.ns,. Penalties and Forfeitures in this A61 
contained in relation to Refidence, or to any other matters or things 
relating thereto, fhall extend and be deemed and conflmed to extend to all 
Dignities, Prebends, Benefices, Donatives, perpetual Curacies, and all 
parochial Chapelries, exempt as well as not exempt, and all Peculiars, as 
fully and amply to all Intents and Purpofes as if the fame had been and 
were in this A61 particularly mentioned and fpecified ; any thing in any AcS 
or Adis, Law or Laws to the contrary thereof iiotwithftanding. 

And be it further Enadled, That every Archbifhop, Bifliop and Arch- 
deacon within the Limits of wdiofe Province, Dioceie or Jurifdidlion 
refpedlively,, any Dignity, Benefice, Donative, jjerpetual Curacy , or paro- 
chial Chapelry ref])edlively, exempt or peculiar, fhall be locallv fituate, 
fhall have, ufe and exercife all the Powers and Authorities neceffary for 
the due execution by them refjoedlively of the Provifions and Purpofes 
of this Adi, and for enforcing the fame wdth regar-d thereto refpedtively, 
as fuch Archbifhop, Bifliop and Archdeacon refpedlively would have ufed 
and exercifed if the fame were not exempt or peculiar, but were fubjedl 
in all refpedls to the Jurifdidlion of fuch Archblfliop, Bifhop or Arch- 
deacon; and alfo that w^here any Benefice, Donative, perpetual Curacy or 
parochial Chapelry, exempt or peculiar, fliali be locally fituate within the 
limits of more than one Province, Dioceie or Jurifdidlion, ov where the 
J 4 fame or any of them fhall be locally fituate between the Limits of any 
two or more of fuch Provinces, Diocefes or Jurifdidlions, or any of them, 
the Archbifliop or Bifliop to the Cathedral Church of whofe Province or 
Diocefe the Parifh Church of the fame refpedlively fhall be nearefl in 
local Situation, fhall have, ufe and exercife all the Powers aiid Authorities 
•which are neceflary for the due execution of the Provifions of this Adi, 
and enforcing the fame tvith regard thereto refpedlively, as fuch Arch- 
hifhop or Bifhop could have ufed if the fame were not exempt or pecu- 
liar, but were fubjedl in all refpedls to the Jurifdidlion of fuch Archbifhop 
or Bifhop refpedlively ; and the fame, for all the purpofes of this Adi, fhall 
l^e deemed and taken to be within the Limits of the Province or Diocefe 
of fuch Archbifhop or Bifhop; and the fame fliall alfb, for the Purpofes of 
this Adi, be taken to be within the Archdeacoru'y of, and be fubjedl to 
the Jurifdidlion of fuch Archdeacon as hath Jurifdidlion as fuch over the 
parifh, the Parifh Church of which is nearefl to the Church of fuch 
•benehce. Donative, perpetual Curacy or parochial Chapelry, exempt or 
^ peculiar ; any thing in any Adi or Adis, Law or Lav/s, Ufage or Ulhges,

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or other matter or thing to the contrary notwithflanding ; provided 
that the Peculiars belonging to any Archbi^oprick or Biflioprick, though 
locally btuate in another Diocefe, fhall continue fubjedl to the Arch, 
•bifhop or Bilhop to whom they belong, as well for the purpofes of thi^ 
A6t as for -all other purpofes -of Ecciefiaflical Jurifdiftion in the Laws 
■whatlbever; 

Provided always, and be it further Enabled, That nothing in this A £1 
contained fliali extend or be conflrued to extend to alter or affect His 
Majefty’s Royal Pj erogative in granting of Difpenfatlons for Non-refidenee 
upon Benefices, as the fame now exifts by Law. 

Provided always, and be it further Enabled, That no Parfonage that 
hath a Vicar endowed or perpetual Curate, and having no Cure of Souls 
fhall be taken to be or be comprehended under the name of Benefice 
within the true intent and meaning or for the purpofes of this Abl. 

And be it further Enabled, That nothing in this Abl contained fhall 
.extend or be conflrued to extend to exempt any Perfon or Perfons from 
any Canonical or Ecclefiaflical Cenfures, or afebl any Proceedings that 
•flaall hereafter be inftituted in any Ecclefiaflical Court, in order to caiife 
•the fame to be inflibled in relation to the Non-rehdence of any Spiritual 
Perfon h.aving or holding any Benefice, Donative, perpetual Curacy or 
parochial Cbapelry, not having any lawEd canfe of Abfence therefrom: 
Provided always, tlaut from and after no fuch 

Cenfures by reafon of any Non-refidence, not exceeding 
in any one year, fhall be put in force; nor fhall any Proceedings be 
•admitted in any Ecclefiaflical Court againfl any fuch Spiritual Perfon for 
fuch Non-refidence not exceeding in any one year, at 

•the Suit or Inflance of any Perfon or Perfons other than the Archbifhop, 
Ihfliop or Archdeacon only of the Diocefe and Archdeaconry, within which 
fuch Benefice, Donative, perpetual Curacy or parochial Chapelry, inrefped 
whereof lueh Non-refidence fhall have taken place, fhall be locally fituated; 
any thing in any Law or Laws, or Ecclefiaflical Canon or Canons to the 
contrary thereof notwithflanding. 

Provided always, and be it further Enabled, That nothing in this Abl 
contained fhall extend or be conflrued to extend to or in any manner to 17 
affebl any Mafler or Preacher of Hofpitals or Incorporated Charitable 
Foundations, during the Period for which he may be required to refide by 
any Charter or Statute of any fuch Hofpital or Incorporated Charitable 
Foundation, or by any other lawful Authority in the fame, and fliall ablually 
refide and perform the Duties therein ; or the Chancellor or Vicar General, 
or Surrogate or Official in any Ecclefia-ffical Court of any Diocefe, wbilfl 
they arc refiding in the Places where their refpeblive Offices are exer- 
•cifed ; or any Chaplain or Chaplains of tdie Lord Lieutenant or any other 
Chief Govei'nor of that part of the faid United Kingdom called Ireland, 
-during the time they fhall refide in the Caflle of Dublin, or in any other 
Refidence of fuch Lord Lieutenant or other fuch Chief Governor, and 
perform the Duties of their Office therein ; oi- the Provofl. or Fellows of 
Trinity College Dublin, or any ProfefTor or Public Officer in the Uni- 
verfity of Dublin, during the period for which he may be required by 
•reafon thereof to perform the Duties of any fuch Office, and aEnally 
fhall perform the Duties of the lame ; or to any Schoolmafler of any 
School founded and endowed by His Majeffy or any of His Royal Prede- 
dceflors^or to any Diocefan Schoolmafler, durina: fuch time as fuch School- 

° ma^fler 
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j(ler fliall aflually refide at fuch School and perform the Duties of a 
Sioolmafter therein. 

AJvD, for the purpofe of removing all Doubts, BE it further Enafted, 
That no'Archbiihop or Bifhop having or who fhall have any Dignity, 
Prebend, Benefice, Donative or perpetual Cure, fhall, by reafon of Non- 
refidence upon the fame, be fubjefi or liable to any Penalties or For- 
feitures. 

Provided alfo. That no Forfeiture, or Penalty fhall be incurred under 
nr by virtue of this Adi, for any Adi of Non-refidence committed prior 
ji]e Day of one thoufand eight hundred
